THOREAU  PENCILS RW 

The  Thoreau  Society  recently  received  a 
gift  of  a  remainder  lot  of  very  old  cedar 
pencils  from  Arthur  W.  Parke  of  Concord. 
Mr.  Parke  bought  them  several  years  ago 
from  Herbert  Nealey  who  claimed  they  were 
genuine  Thoreau  pencils  secured  by  his 
father  from  the  Thoreau  pencil  shop.  The 
pencils  are  not  stamped  with  the  John 
Thoreau  name  which  would  be  evidence  of 
their  genuineness.  The  glue  is  gone  from 
most  of  the  pencils  which  makes  it  easy 
to  see  how  they  were  made  and  they  are 
interesting  antiques  even  if  there  is  no 
conclusive  evidence  of  their  connection 
with  Thoreau. 

Nealey' s  wheelwright  and  paint  shop  was 
on  Grant  Sgreet,  a  short  distance  from  the 
Belknap  Street  Thoreau  pencil  factory.  The 
Thoreau  Society  will  sell  the  pencils  at 
$1.00  each  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing; the  proceeds  will  make  a  useful  addi- 
tion to  the  society's  treasury.
